Sloan the public life of British Columbia has lost 
a prominent figure and the Liberal Party an able 
champion. For many months, of course, he had 
been more, or less under medical observation; but 
his friends had every reason to suppose that the 
car* which he had taken of himself since the serious 
illness which seized him some time ago would have 
enabled hitg to carry on for many years longer. It 
was not to be, however, and the end came unex¬ 
pectedly a little after midnight. He died literally 
in harness, for only a comparatively few hours be¬ 
fore he had announced an important experiment 
that the Department over which he presided was 
about to recommend in respect of the use of pul¬ 
verized coil as a substitute for oil—practical evidencs 
of his solicitude for the welfare of the principal in¬ 
dustry of the aiding which he had for -so long rep¬ 
resented in the Legislature. 

Mr. Sloan had taken an active pert m the pub¬ 
lic life of this Province for more than a quarter of 
a century. He first entered the political arena as 
a Liberal candidate for Vancouver—which the present 
electoral district of Nanaimo was then called—in the 
Dominion general election of 1900. He was not suc¬ 
cessful on that occasion; but he had not long to wail 
before he realized his ambition. In 1904 he took 
his seat in the House of Commons as the member for 
the constituency of Comox-Atlin. and the electors 
of that riding marked their appreciation of his ser¬ 
vices in their behalf by reluming him by acclamation 
four yean later. He did not take his seat in the 
following session, however, but resigned in favor of 
Hon. William Templeman, then Minister of Inland
